.Mr. Heaven last night forfeited any 
claim be might have had to be consid- 
ered an hcjiioralile opponent anil a fair 
controversialist. The opportunity was 
allbrded the Opposition to make the 
meeting a joint one. They were form- 
ally asked, through Dr. Milne, to be 
present, and to make arrangements with 
respect to speaking, etc., and Dr. Milue, 
in a very cliurlish waj-, fcji- him- 
self and his party, decl'iicil 
the invitation.

He 
waa accused to taking bribes. .Some 
enterprising speculator had "cofToe 
tablets" which ho desired to be accept 
ed by the military authorities. lioiil 
anger is accu.sed of taking a bribe of 
over .<-IO,(K)() to give the tublet.s a trial 
ill the army. Then he was mixed up 
ill some way with the contract to supply 
the army with e|)aulcttC8. He received 
a coiiimission of twenty centimes on 
every pair sidd. He is also accused of 
drawing on the secret service fund for 
his own personal bcnelil to the extent 
of about lifty thousaml diilliirs. 'I'hese 
were sordid ollencea, not atall in keeping 
with the character he had assumed of 
hen; and patriot. And wlicih it was 
found that tlu'ic were good reasons lo 
believe that he had ciniiniitled them, it 
is no wonder that he i-ea.sed to be the 
idol of the masses. .-V niitii who con- 
spires with eiuitractora lo llceco the 
Uovernment can hardly bo regarded as 
a self-sacrificing patriolor sitigle-niinded 
hero. 

'I heii it was shown I hat Houlanger 
was guilty of .serious ollencea in order to 
increase his iiilliience and lo keep up his 
po[mlarity. He intrigued iigaiiist the 
(iovernnient he served. He plotted with 
the royalista, while at the saino time he 
Wius liand-in-glovo with the anaicliista, 
He uiHiueltcd with the Honapartists. In 
fact, he strove to iiigral iate himself with 
the opponents of tho ( ioveriiiiient 
and of the Republic 110 mat 
ter what principles they profeased, 
It was a cose of diamond cut diuinoiu: 
between each of the fiiiitions and 
Boulanger. He wanted thom to servi 
his purpose, and they expected ti 
use him to cany out their designs. 
Whether his political scheinuig really 
amounted to treason is doubted by im 
partial persons who are in a position to 
judge; but it seems that there were 
strong grouuda for the charge of nial 
versatioii of the public money. Xi 
■■ullelice i-.uild be betlei- e.delllaled ti 
lower him in the eslimutioii of tin 
people than this. Had he been found 
guilty of a purely political olTence h 
might still be a hero in their eyes — a 
man who risked everything for the sake 
of giving his country a better govern 
meiit. Hut it is hard to idoli/e a inai 
who is known to have an ilchiug palm, 
and who sells his intluence lo army con 
tractors and otiiers. It is therefore no 
wonder that Boulangor's star has grown 
dim, and that the people of Franco show 
no dcsiro to place him in the position he 
occupied in their catecin previous to his 
llight from Paris, There is now gooi 
reason to ljclie\i- that what his cneinieH 
said waa true, nainoly, that it was a 
consciousness of guilt that caused him 
to run a%Tay.
